MANILA, April C,—The chief justice 


who administered the oath of allegiance 
to Aguinaldo recounted to the Associ- 
ated Press, today, the incidents leading 
up to and attending tlia ceremony. 
Aguinaldo, detained on waiting orders 
from Washington, expressed himself as 
anxious to learn more regarding the 
American system of government ftnd 
asked the chief justice, Arellano, to 
eolighten him. The justice carefully 
explained to Aguinaldo the rules passed 
by the Philippine sommission, the pro- 
visions made for education and the 
form of provisional government select- 
ed for the archipelago. Finally, after 
showing deep interest in the explana- 
tion, Aguinaldo exclaimed, "I never 
believed the Americans could be so fair 
and liberal." He then expressed his 
desire to take the oath of allegiance, 
and it was immediately administered to 
him. 
Arellano says: "Aguinaldo's act 


will induce all the insurgents to sur- 
render, and I predict the complete pao 
ification of the archipelago by June. 
Aguinaldo is eager to visit the United 
States, but when I questioned him as to 
holding an office, be replied that he 
had no desire in that direction, but in 
tended to return to private life after he 
had made a trip to the United States.'" 
It is reported here this evening that 
President McKinley has invited Agnin- 
aldo to visit the United States and that 
the former insurgent chieftain may sail 
from Manila on April 15tb. General 
McArthur, when questioned, said that 
he had absolutely nothing to say about 
the report. 


McArthur Gets Instructions. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—After a con 


ference with the president, Secretary 
Root tonight sent a cablegram to Gen- 
eral McArthur, giving him instructions 
regarding Aguinaldo and the viaws of 
the administration on some of the rec-

The contents of 
thig cablegram will not be made public 
for the present.

authorities that he would accept the 
sovereignty of tbe Uniied States and 
henceforward bear allegiance to the 
American government. 
He reached 


the decision to take this sensible course 
after serious consultation with many 
prominent natives, including General 
Trias, who recently surrendered, and 
Chief Justice Arellano, who reviewed 
carefully with him the details of the 
situation, including many important 
past evonts of which Aguinaldo was 
seemingly ignorant owing to his prac- 
tical isolation from the sources of 
truthful news. 


Coustancia Problete. daughter of th« 


former chief of the Katipunau society, 
who is president of the \Vonien"s Peace 
league, was permitted to have a long 
interview with Aguinaldo. She reports 
having found him in a quandary, pro- 
fessedly desirous of peace, yet reluc 
tant to abandon the idea of Filipino in- 
dependence. 


"He seemed unable to make up bis 


wind regarding the oath of allegiance 
to the United States," she says, "be- 
cause he had sworn eternal fealty to 
the Filipino flag and had been elected 
leader of the revolution. He showed a 
disinclination to assist in ending the in- 
surrection, though he bowed somewhat 
to public sentiment He wanted a con- 
ference in order to" ascertain the wishes 
of the Filipino people and suggested 
that a convention consisting half of in- 
surgents and half of pacificos should 
decide the matter. 


Senorlta. Problete'y Advice. 


"I told him that. 90 per cent of the 


population -were in favor of peace, and 
he responded: "Even so, my lot is yet 
with those upholding the cause of the 
insurgents. With their consent, I would 
quit. Tint otherwise how can I? By the 
trickery of the Americans I was cap- 
tured. Now that I am a prisoner I 
must consider what is best Liberty is 
sweet, but those whom I deserted 
would hate me. Hard is my situation. 
If paroled. I would respect my word, 
but sometimes I think exile and im- 
prisonment would be preferable.' " 


When Aguiualdo arrived here, he 


asked to see Mabini. On being told tuat 
Mabini was in Guam, lie wished to con- 
sult with Chief Justice Arellano. G°n- 
eral Trias and Salas. the secretary of 
the interior in the so called Filipino 
government, wbo surrendered 
with 


General Trias. They urged him to re- 
flect upon the ruin already wrought 
and the woe and destruction which a 
continuance of the war would entail, 
and they advised him to accept Amer- 
ican clemency. Others did the same. 
Agruinaldo stubbornly held out, but al- 
lowed himself by degrees to be per- 
suaded. 


Senorita Problete says that Agulnsil- 


do shows a distrust of the ed\icatod 
Filipinos and is largely guided by the 
prejudices of the lower classes. 


His wife, mother and sister visit him 


daily. 


The surrender of rifles since the cap- 


ture of Aguinaldo has averaged over 
100 a day. 


OFFICIALLY REPORTED. 


MaeArtlinr'ti Dtn»Ktctt 3fot All Made 


Public. 


AVashiugtou, April 3.—The war de- 


partment 
has received information 


fiom General MacArthur that Aguinal- 
do has taken the oath of allegiance to 
the Unite'd States under the terms of 
amnesty offered by General MacArthur 
by direction of the president. The dis- 
patch conveying this information con- 
tained much more than was given to 
the public. The portion withheld re- 
lated to the future disposition of Agui- 
naldo and made suggestions 
as, to 


what the late chief of the insurrection 
might accomplish 
No official .state- 


ment could be obtained as to -what 
hually would be done with the prison- 
er, but it was emphatically stated that 
he would be held for the present, but 
would be granted all possible immuni- 
ty consistent with existing conditions 
General MacArthur has hopes that a 
groat 
deal 
may 
be 
accomplished 


through Aguinaldo. 
During tbe time 


he has been a prisoner he has made 
Quito a favorable impression upon Gen- 
eral MacArthur. 


It has been suggested that under the 


terms of the notice 9t amnesty the 
prisoner should be set at liberty at 
once, but there is a provision in the 
amnesty proclamation which says that 
those who have violated the laws of 
war are excepted from its terms. 
Whether or not General MacArthur 
has satisfied himself that Aguinaldo 
has not violated the laws of war can- 
not be stated, as ,the prisoner would 
be permitted to take tbe oath pending 
an invest igntion of his past conduct. 


Aguinaldo, having been the bead of 


the Insurrection, undoubtedly can be 
held until further investigation is made 
or u%til the circumstances which sur- 
round the situation in the Philippines 
make it advisable to release him out- 
right or otherwise dispose of him. 
These conditions nnd the general situa- 
tion and Agulnaldo's relation to them 
were the subjects of General MaoAr- 
tliur's dispatch and are being consider- 
ed by the authorities here who will 
Imv* final disposition of the matter. 


The news of Agulnaldo's action wns 


received with evident satiafnetlon by 
the war department, nnd the opinion 
wns expressed that good result** would

vals, thus apparently providing for the 
issuance of a death certificate, and the 
extreme care with which this plan of 
slow poisoning was carried out. 


Then, tif, calmly as though unfolding 


the plot of a drama, in which he was in- 
terested only as a spectator, Jones led 
up to the day of the murder. 


Mercury Plllx. 


He swore that Patrick had furnished 


him with mercury pills of a different 
composition from those first admini^- 
tored, told how the millionaire defeated 
the purpose of thf plotters by refusing 
to take them. Then, Jones said, Pat 
rick began to display impatience. lie 
swore the lawyer brought two ounces 
of oxalic acid to him and told him to 
dilute one ounce in 22 times Its weight 
'in water and to give the mixture to 
Rice for the purpose of weakening his 
'heart action. To induce the old man to 
take these several poisons, Jones said, 
he wns compelled to take doses himself 
In Rice's presence. One dose was really 
jiot dangerous. It wns the cumulative 
effect of the drug that was to be feared. 


According to this remarkable confes 


sion, the oxnllc acid was too slow, and 
Jones was asked to use chloroform and 
Tntidnnum. Jones said ho was afraid 
to buy the drugs In the neighborhood 
and he sent to Ins brother In Texas 
for them. They came by express. This 
was followed by a meet ing in thestreel 
with Patrick, who.told him that the 
old man WHS lasting too long, that he 
'rntist be put out of the way at once 
that Jones should do the work and tha' 
there would really be no harm In It 
because Rice had poisoned his own 
wife years ago and deserved punish 
mont.

Albany, April 3.— In round numbers 


?26,000,uOO for the improvement ol the 
canals, making a barge canal for 430 
ton barges instead of a 300 ton barge

The bill was handed in today. It is 


for $0,000,000 more than Governor 
Odell nrst recommended and for $2.- 
000,000 less than the caual men asked. 
The difference of $2,000,000 is made 
by the plan including the old route 
from the Hudson to the Mohawk in- 
stead of a new liver route. The pres- 
ut capacity of the canal is 250 ton 
oats, and under the $9,000,000 Im- 
nnernent, the continuation of which 
fas urged by the governor, the gain 
ver tbe present capacity would be 
bout 70 tons at a cost ot" $20,000,000. 
It was urged that as there could be 
ained a carrying capacity of from 
40 to 200 tons or more by the er- 
euditure of an additional sum of from 
6,000,000 to $8,000.000 it would be the
